John R. Mapel Wins His Case in Supreme Court 


Re-Declare They Will Make 


( 
Good on Saloon 


? 
Regulation. 


Scores of businessmen, 
members 


of the Citizens League, have re-iterat- 
ed the former declaration against the 
Hose law and in favor of the reflat- 
ed saloon, as against the bootlegger. 
Many have sent statements to The 
Age for publication, and these have 
talked to reporters. 
They stand firm 


against the bootlegger and in favor of 
the regulated open saloon. Here are 
some interesting statements from the 
most prominent men in the city, in 
addition" to those published yester- 
day: 


ing the matter over In my own mind 
and while I have not discussed it with 
the other councllmeu. 1 have firmly 
decided that 1 will light and vote for 
an ordinance prohibiting screens of 
any Hind and making the hours from 
7 am. to 9 pm. They should not run 
aii night any more than any other 
business and -cxvith these hours, the 
citizens who are pledged to law en- 
forcement can watch them without 
staying u" .ill night to do it. 


I deplore the spirit of intolerance 


and intemperance of speech indulged 
in by ministers and others. Certainly 
no good can result, but on the con 
trary a most unfortunate situation 
made worse. 
We are all neighbors in this com- 


munity, and should be friends. 
We 


certainly ought to be fair enough to 
concede others 
the right to 
their 


opinions 
that we reserve 
for our- 


selves. 
A slight application of the 


Golden Rule would seem to be espe- 
cially appropriate just now. 


While much has and can he said 


icgarding the local situation here, the 
whole matter, boMed down, resolves 
itself into a choice between the open 
saloon on one hand, and the speak- 
easy, bootlegger and kitchen aaioon 
on the other. As to controlling the 
latter, we have had a bitter exper- 
ience during the past three years, and 
can thus fairly judge what it.will be 
in the future by v/hat it has been in 
the past. 
As to regulating the saloons, I inink 
a good deal can be done, especially 
by an organized effort, 'such as is con- 
templated by the Citizens League. 


As I understand it, the residential 


section of the city can, by petition, 
be 
kept 
practically free 
from sa- 


loons; .the. city council can and will 
pass ordinances that will take away 
other objectionable features, and with 
the support of this community, which 
this 
effort will 
undoubtedly have, 


there can be little doubt of a great 
improvement over the present condi- 
tions. 


The president of the United States 


"hits the nail on the head" when he 
says: "Nothing is more foolish, more 
utterly at variance with sound policy 
than to enact a law which, by reason 
of conditions surrounding the com- 
munity is incapable of enforcement. 
In cases where the sale of liquor can- 
not be prohibited in' fact, it is far 
better to regulate than to attempt to 
stamp it out." 
That covers the sHua- 


tion we have here. Three year3 ex- 
perience with the Rose law has dem- 
onstrated 
it is not a 
temperance 


measure, and is incapable of enforce- 
ment. 


The 
next practical 
thing to 
do 


would seem to come out from u ider 
the Rose law. and substitute for the 
speakeasy, bootlegger, etc.. a strict 
regulation of the traffic, which public 
opinion will endorse and make ef- 
fective. 


With no desire to question the sin- 


cerity, impugn the motives, or in any 
sense to discredit 
any one. and 


sweeping aside without comment the 
scurrilous personal attacks made up- 
on them, an overwhelming majority 
of our business men. backed by an 
overwhelming majority of our people, 
come to those of the country districts 
as-king their support, believing they 
ate absolutely right in their position 
they take and that they are working 
for the best interests of the whole 
community.

tion of tuberculosis exist in over 40 
states. 
Ohio has one of the oldest 


state associations in the country. It 
was organized in 1901. 
Rerently a 


reorganization was effected and the 
society is now incorporated 
under 


the laws of the state as the Ohio So- 
ciety for the Preiention of Tubercu 
losis. 
It is composed of physicians 


and laymen from all parts of the 
state. The government of the society 
is vested in a board of 30 trustees, 
six of whom are elected each year 
by the society. 


The society conducts a campaign 


of education with regard to tubercu- 
losis in all parts of the state: stimu- 
lates organized 
work 
along 
both 


state and local lines; and acts as a 
clearing house of information on all 
subjects connected with the tub'ercu- 
losis problem.

at 


the extent of the Roosevelt under- 
currc-n: as is evinced by the attitude 
of the members of the national com- 
mittee. 


Alter a day of preliminary confer- 


ences the TaJt people find themselves 
facing the prospect of a fight in Ohio 
which will certainly result In. a di- 
vided delegation from that state to 
the 
national convention, and may 


end even in the failure of the presi- 
dent to control a majority of tile 
delegates from his own state. 


In addition to this tho president 


finds himself drawn into a revival of 
the old war between Frank II. Hitch- 
cock, former national chairman, and 
Harry Xew, national 
commHteeman 


from Indiana. 
Hitchcock is accused 


by the Xew people of attempting to 
prevent the naming of New as chair- 
man of the committee on arrange- 
ments, which names the temporary 
officers of the 
national 
convention 


and has other important duties. Mr. 
Xew understood 
that he had 
the 


backing of Mr. Taft for this place, 
and the fight precipitated against 
him has created an ugly situation. 


Hilles Stands by New. 


Charles D. Hilles, secretary to the 


president, is standing by Xew, while 
Frank H. Hitchcock, Mr. Taft's post- 
master general, is supposed 
to be 


lending his support to ex-Governor 
John 
Ilill 
of 
Maine, the 
present 


chairman of the national committee, 
and others who are leading the fight 
against 
Xew. 
The general 
belief, 


however, is that Xew will get the 
place. 


The 
threatened 
fight 
in 
Ohio 


againsc 
President Taft's renomina- 


tion is based on the proposal to elect 
the delegates-at-large of that state 
to the national convention by a pres- 
idential preference primary. 
Walter 


Brown, chairman of the Ohio state 
central committee, advocated such a 
course in a public1 statement several 
days ago, declaring that in his opin- 
ion such a primary would show that 
Colonel Roosevelt is the choice or 
the Republicans "of Ohio. 


Mr. Brown was called to Washing- 


ton by Arthur I. Vorys, no\v commit- 
teeman from that state, and for two 
days Mr. Yorys has been conferring 
•with Mr. Brown in an effort to reach 
an 
understanding. 
However, 
the 


state chairman is still insisting on 
the 
application of the presidential 


primary idea to the election of the 
six Ohio delegates at 
large. The 


president and his supporters profess 
to have no fear as to the outcome of 
such a primary, but they complain 
that there would be no laws in force 
which would safeguard such a pri- 
mary contest. In other words, there 
would be nothing to prevent Demo- 
crats end others outside of the party 
from voting in a Republican 
presi- 


dential contest. 


There is going to be a fight In the 


national committee orer this presi- 
dential primary question. M.-. Brown 
is going to propose that the call of 
the convention provide for the selec- 
tion of delegates at large and their 
alternates by "popular state and ter-

maries." This will leave the matter 
discretionary with the state organ- 
izations as to whether the delegates 
shall I'e selected by a 
presidential 


primary or 
by the old convention

drawn they were nearly all "drys " 
give these grand juries credit for hav- 
ing done everything In their power 
to find indictments against violators 
of the Rose law. Hut the indictments 
found by these juries were very few 
in number, although crimes -against 
the Rose law have been running at 
high carnival for three years.

tacking the courts for not convict-
